'^aahlagtoB, D. O'^Uallks the other 
belligerenta, vulnerable in every part, 
Huaaia haa unlimited reachea of ter- 
ritory where no wounda of war could 
be Inflicted, where no Invadera would 
over come, and where, if they eame, 
their coming would be to no purpose, 
aa it could work no damage. Such a 
security from the peril* af war Is en- 
joyed by the north of Russia, the wild, 
thinly-peopled governmenta of Arch- 
angel and Olonets, which are describ- 
ed aa follows in the latest bulletin of 
the National Geographic Society: 

"In the north of Buropeaa Russia 
stretches a land of endless foreata, of 
imn^nse belts of moor wastes and of 
grayish tundra which blurs as far as 
the eye caa reach into uncertain hori- 
zons. Hera mighty, unfrequented 
rivers cut their ways to the northern 
waters, some drowsy and reed-clut 
tered and othen swift and strong and 
lascade-brolien. Here are ininimer 
able pleasant, wooded lakes and huge 
inland seas, aad throughout all ot the 

royal reaches of tbls north aW good 
hunting and wilderneaa. 

"Archangel is the only city In this 
)i>;ioii wlioBc name is known In tb 
ouuide world, and the only place that 
has been able to achieve an individual 
(llstinetlon in the midst of the vast 
neBS, the desolation and the congeal 
iDg wlntera of Russia's north. There la 
much economic value la the north, the 
forests are filled with valuable fur 
bearing animals, the lower foresta are 
rich in noble trees, the higher forests 
in pitch and tar, the tundras In rain 
deer herds and Rreat sturgeon are 
caught through the ice of the rivers 
which produce large quantities of this 

(Iclirnte flub meat and cavair. 

"The Uuglish established a trading 
factory' near prasent Archangel, dur 
ing the reign of Ivan the Terrible, and 
since their coming the region haa been 
exploited by adventurous traders, trap 
pera. huntamea and llahermen, but thr 
country has never passed the pioneei 
stage. The roads, for the nioHt part 
are barely marked traila, narrow un 
leveled ribbons through vest floreeu 
Indifferently-corduroyed caiiBewaya 
through swamp and marsh lands and 
uncertain tsacks through the northern 
tundra. Post atatioas are scattered 
over the governments, thr apart, where 
hardy little horses and prehistoric 
t} pea of conveyances are kept for the 
occasional trader, the occaalonal let 
ter and the rare visitor. The villages 
art, small and poor and forgetful of 
the modern world and alt that it oon 
li.iiis Between them ara leagues of 
solitude. 

"The northern Dvlna and the Pech 

ora are the two great rivers of the 
country and before the railroad pene 
trated to Arahangel, they formed the 
commercial outlet of the land to the 
Arctic sea. The famous and tabu 
louaiy wealthy monastery of Solovi tukI 
annually attracU 15,UUU pilgrims Into 
the far north, to the wooded Island 
fourteen hours Ballinij from Arch 
angel ia the Gulf of Onega on which 
it stands. This monastery waa found 
ed in 14L'!). It was bombarded by the 
Engliah fleet during the Crimean war, 
and the marks ot hostile aralla are 
still proudly shown. 

The northern peasants are very in- 
dependent, Quite the most independent 
of all the Russians. Tbey have the 
self-reliance and self-respect of true 
pioneera. and, aa free bun ten In the 
foreata and proapectora of the tiiBdra, 
they share many of the eharacteristlos 

01 liie free, careless people of OUT OWn 
early west and of the present Cana- 
dian northwest. Lacking even ia the 
rudiments of education, picturesque in 
their costumes, primiltve in tbeir 
customs, they are a simple, stright- 
rorward* stalwart aad hospitable peo 
pie. 

"Some of their songs linger long 
in memory. Tbeir Ules ara stirring, 
of privation and of adventure. Their 
woods are full of game and their 
rivers are laviahly stocked wltb flsh. 
Woodcock, caperoailaie, tree-part- 
rldgc and blackcock are to be shot in 
abundance among the trees that fringe 
each viltage. Ia the foreets are foxea. 
wolves and sombre Russian bears, 
nursing their peculiar, perpetual 
grouches. The peasants aometlmes 
hunt the bear armed only wltb lotg! 
knives. Wolvss. however, are tha 
moat tbrilling quarry. They are bunt^ 
ed in aumiper and . autumn oa borse- 
badk: the htintera, aided by trained 
lioundB, drag down the wolf and stab 
it to death. This la exciting and dan- 
gerous sport in winter, they are 
hunted by partleH in slidghs, and often 
the quarry hunts the hunterv, the 
hunters, the pack racing by the side 
of the sleigh, snapping at the cold 
rifle mussles and at the horses. This 
sport is also exhillratlng. 

"In autumn, la the 'tlsM of chaage.' 
this whole region is shut off from the 
outside world, the roads become im- 
paaaable and all communication 
ceaaes. Thera ara twenty words for 

ee, eleven for cold, forty-one for anow 
and tweuty-aix for the proceaa of 
freesing in the speech of the Lappa, 
and this goes far toward making 
plain the autumna, the wlntera and the 
early springs ot vMlh Russku"

Washington, I) C— Kief Is the 
wealthiest, most lmiK>rUDt and largest 
city in the immediate path of the Teu- 
tonic liivadi TB, and one of the oldest 
and most important of Russia's towns. 
A sutement given out by the National 
GedKrnphie Hociety today describes the 
place, the famed "mother ot Ruaaian 
olttes." whioh Is now threatened by 
the southward sweep of thea Auatro- 
Uerman armies from Kovel aad Lutskt 
and by the eastward advaiMa St th« 
Austrians in Gallcla. 

"Kief is beautifully situated on the 
broad Dnieper among a duster of 
l^olden hlUs. There ara other olHes in 
Russia to dlapttte Ita claim ot being 
the cradle of the modern empire, but 
it la the undiaputed cradle of ortho- 
doxy, the birthplace of the Russian 
church, and it is still a first religious 
center. Holy Kief ia known aa the 
Russtaa Jerusalem. It is a eity of 

many cluirches, monasteriea, aacred 
rellca and of numeroua saiuta. More 
than a quarter ot a million pilgrlma 
linvo regularly viaited the holy city 
etich year during times of peace, Aa a 
place of pilgrimage, Russian Kief 
ranks with Meoca. with Jerusalem and 

Itome. 

"It is a prosperous city, a modern 
and a progreaslve one. In ita newer 
l)ari8, the streets are broad and 
straight, and are built n|i with tin( 
homea and public buildings, in the 
older quarter there ara modern build- 
ings from three to six stories high 
which is a rare thing in Russia. The 
KroBtchatikia a splendid thoroughfhra, 
t 111 upon the most approved of west- 
cm city plans. However, like I'etro- 
grad. the wide, regular streets of the 
southern nietropolls ara a heritage 
from the founders. 

"Take away the ohurahee, with their 
turnip, itinenpple and pt :ir sliaped 
domes, and Kief baa little that is typ- 
ically Russian. With tiie growth of 
iiM Industry and conimercek it has ad- 
opted the modern city habit, a habit 
w hioh is the eame the world arooad. 

"Despite its obtrusive newneaa. Kief 
U an ancient city. Ita fortunea have 
been intimately connected with the for- 
I lines of Russia. It waa founded 
about tlie beginning of the seventh 
century, and its authentic history be- 
gins wltb the arrival of the two Scan- 
dinavian knights, Askold and Dyr. who 
left Novogorrod to take posseHslon of 
it. Kief early became Christian, and 
the Greek faith was carried to the 
rest of the Russians from here. In 
the eleventh century, there are said 
Ui have been 400 oburahes within its 
walls. The relation between Bysan 
turn and Kiev were close and much of 
the Greek culture that has mixed it 
self with Ruaaian life entered the em 
plru by way of this city. 

"Kief has been badly battered In 
more than 1,000 yean of wara and in 
temal disorders, but it has had a sav 
ing way of quickly covering up its 
wounds aad beglnnlag afresh with r< 
doubled courage. At one time, it was 
the capital of the Russian state. It 
waa subject for more than two geaer 
atlons to the monguls, when it tell to 
ihe i)OB8e8eion of the Lithuanian prin 
cipality for 239 years. For elghty-flve 
years It waa under the sway of Poland, 
and was finally reunited to Russia la 
1A86. It is by far the most important 
city In the Ukraine. 

"The city lies on the right, or west, 
bank of the Dnieper, in the midst ot if 
fruitful region which, during recent 
years, has been making rapid progress. 
It is OM mllee southwssC of Mosoow 
by rail, and 400 miles by rail north 
northeast of Odessa. That part of the 
city built along the riverside Is flat, 
while behind, the streets rnn up and 
dow n the hills and through piaturesque 
giillies. Kief Is rated as one of the 
moat beautiful dtiea in Russia. 

"Kief ranks next to Petrograd and 
Moscow in educational and scientific 
institutions. Its university is famoua, 
and has mora than 8,000 atudents. The 
city is also the Magdeburg of Russia, 
the center of the Empire's beet sugar 
industry. This industry haa been 
steadily gaining In importance. In 
IDIO. 10,000,000 tons of beet sugai 
wera produced in the Tsar's realm, 
while Just before the war Its produc- 
tion liad liisuu to more than 140,000,- 
000 tons. There are innumerable rich 
rtiflneries in Kief. Further, there la 
a considerable manufactura ot ma- 
chinery, obemlcala, hardware, paper 
and tobaooo. Tha conserved frulu ot 
Kief have a European raputatloB. aad 
during recent years they have been 
successfully competing with English 
conservee. Kiet has a popnlatloB of 
350,000 and has been rapidly adding 
numbers during the last ten years. The 
city lies S70 miles from Odessa and the 
Black Sea oa a Una as the bird flies. "

The crop season for l!tl!> is fast 
drawing to a close and the conditions 
have been thraughodl very unuauhl. 
There have been more rainy days and 
cold, damp, soggy weather than any 
season of whIoh this department has a 
reoord. Crops have been damaged 
from the eseesslvs moisture and by 
wind atorms. The' two largest money 
crope la Keatuoky are corn and to- 
bacco. ,Both ot these have grown 
without the proper cultivation and In 
general have been damaged by rain 
and wind, and ao one caa accurately 

predict Just what the final yields and 
quality of either of these crops will be. 

The reports to this Office show the 
condition of corn to be 92 per cent; 
this is above the average. Many re- 
ports, however, state that much of the 
com will be damaged wben the bar- 
vest>pg times comes as result of be- 
ing so badly blown. The Burley to- 
bacco condition la given at 78.6 per 
cent, that of dark tobacco at 81. To« 
bacco is being rapidly boused, and 
warm dear weather la needed foi^ 
properly curing it in the bams. The 
hemp crop Is greatly Improved and the 
condition la given at 94 per cent. Very 
large crops of cow peas and soy beans 
have been planted and their condition 
ia given at HI and HH reapectively. har- 
den conditions remain good at 92. Paa 
turaa are in Bplendld oondltlon. Blue- 
grass is given a condition ot 06 per 
cent, clover 92, alfalfa 91 and orahard 
grass 88. Fruit is only in fair condl 
tion— apples 82 per cent, grapes 81, 
pears 74 and peaches 71. Much com- 
plaint of fruit treea breaking under 
their heavy lead as a rashtt ot the 
storms have been made Live stock 
ia doing well — boraes are given a con 
ditloa of §4 per cent, cattle 95. eheep 
93 and hogs 92. Cholera exists at sev- 
eral points In the state and black leg 
at a few. Poultry is suffering as a re- 
sult of the continued wet weather 
Thera is not mora than 80 per ceat of 
a turkey crop. 

Kenttickians have never known a 
aeason that llluatrates the value of the 
alio more than the present one. For' 
tunate indeed la the farmers who la 
able to put his uneured alfalfa or do 
M'v In a silo during these rains, or 
who will be able to take care of bis 
cora after it is blown to ths ground 
.Many farmers report that the sllo is 
the aalvatiou of their crops thia year, 
Aa predicted ia the laat crop raport 
the Indlcatons are that the farmers 
will not have a record breaking year 
in any line, but will have a large sup- 
ply of forage crope for the winter with 
a reasonably good corn and tobacco 
crop. With pastures furnishing feed 
In abundance for the fall, the live 
stock should go Into the winter in a 
healthy splendid condition. Taken aa 
a whole the proapecta for the year are 
above the average.

Prom an au- 
thoritative Dritish source comea word 
that more than fifty Qerman aubma- 
rincB, with their erewn, hare been de- 

struvi'd by tlic allied navies and there 
are thoae who are ao unkind as to 
believe that any apparent temporary 
yielding to Mr. Wilson's arguments by 
Germany was due rather to Qermany's 
realiaaUon that the U-boat warfare Is 
too costly, than a concpsslon to the 
clumsy and blundering diplomacy of 
thla administration.

the n)oans of its sympathy; they are 
tiie means by which the various parts 
of it keep in touch with on* UOthar." 

This sentiment. Intended in Its ap- 
plication for the United States alone, 
has equal or greater force when ap- 
plied . to all . America, becauae all 
imarlcan eoontirea have the lame 

prolilftiiH before them. The civilizing 
and wealth producing results of im- 
proved highwaya have been amply es- 
tablished. The niethnds of flnaiuc and 
construction and uialuteuauce and ad- 
ministration are all queatlona open to 
discussion, and the fact that almos* 
every locality offers a separate auj 
distinct set of condltlona, eanaea these 
problems to attraot tha attaation of the 
ableae minds in all countries. 

The Pan-Amerloan Road Congress, 
which will aasemble at Oakland, Cal., 
September lS-17. will iake up all these

Washington, D. C— Kffective co-op- 
erative organizations afford the beat 
means for profitable marketing of the 
country's Increasing apple croji, ac- 
cording to ii survey of market condi- 
tions in the industry Just published as 
Rullatin No. SOS, "Apple Market In- 
vestigations i;n4-l.'," by the United 
States Department of Agriculture. IQ 
atatea where applea are boxed Inatead 
of barreled, growera' associations 
handle a large percentage of the out- 
put and In aecuring uniformity la the 
pack and advantageous distribution of 
the crop are much more successful 
than individual producers In other sec- 
tions. Where individuals act inde- 
pendently there is little uniformity in 
grading and much poor fruit Is ship- 
ped which, [a Be«8on« o( Igrgt produc- 
tions auch a* can not be dis- 
posed o( profitably. 

Observations in the Chicago mar- 
ket ahowed that SB*par cent <rif the ar- 
rivals In carlot bulk, or the eiiulva- 
lent of 350 carloads, and 10 per cent 
of tha barreled atalpmenta, tha equiva- 
lent of aboutl60 carloads, were of 
such poor quality that the price would 
not have paid the freight charges had 
theae apples beou^ shipped by them- 
selves. By throwing out this poor 
fruit the farmers would not only have 
saved the coat o( packing and ahlp- 
plng. but would have cleared the mar- 
ket for their good stock. Similar con- 
ditlona were found elsewhere, 

In thia eoanaetlon It to anid that 
the grade and package Igwg now In 
operation in a number of atgtea are 
proving affective in atablliftng the 
market. Uniformity In statft legisla- 
tion of this kit\di tbti authors state, 
is, however uioitt desirable. 

The effect of the war upon the in- 
dustry haa been found to be leaa dts- 
astrouH than was appi'eliendod. Be- 
cause of the cheapness of the fruit, 
consumption was stimulated until the

Something must be done and done 
quickly, as the crowded condition Is 
not satisfactory and will develop into 
a menace to tha health and aafety of 
the children of Mayavtlle.
